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At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Council  held  in  Philadelphia, 
November  16,  1898,  the  Secretary  General  was  authorized  to  appoint 
a  Committee  to  publish  the  Spanish-American  War  records  of  the 
members  and  to  show  the  patriotic  work  done  by  the  Society.  The 
Committee  herewith  present  their  report.  In  many  cases  State 
Societies  have  not  furnished  information  requested  as  to  Rank  or 
Service,  but  the  Committee  have  verified  the  Rank  from  the  Army 
and  Navy  Registry  of  1899,  as  far  as  possible.  The  records  are 
necessarily  brief.  Dates  of  actions  and  service  of  warships  are  given 
at  the  end  before  the  index.

Upon  the  declaration  of  war  with  Spain  by 
the  United  States  Government,  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of  California  took 
immediate  steps  to  encourage  enlistments,  and 
to  provide  for  the  furnishing  of  those  supplies 
and  material  for  the  comfort  of  the  troops  not 
embraced  within  the  Army  regulations.  The 
small  number  of  the  force  in  garrison,  and  the 
very  inadequate  naval  armament  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  made  it  apparent  that  the  efforts  of  this 
Society  should  be  confined  to  local  protection 
without  attempting  to  join  the  other  general 
movement  inaugurated  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

Meetings  were  held  and  liberal  subscriptions 
were  made  to  local  movements  in  this  behalf,  and 
from  the  Society  roll  of  only  forty-two,  six 
members  entered  the  Military  and  Naval  service 
of  the  United  States  in  that  contest.
